President Harding’s Address at the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. 
By the Associated Press. | 
HE text of President Harding’s address today 
at the burial of an unknown soldier at Arling- 
ton Cemetery follows: 
‘(Mr, Secretary of War and Ladies and Gentlemen: 
“We are met today to pay the impersonal tribute. 
The name of him whose body lies before us took 
flight with his imperishable soul. We know not 
whence he came, but only that his death marks him 
with the everlasting glory of an American dying for 


his country. 

“He might have come from any one of millions of 
American homes. Some mother gave him in her love 
and tenderness of her most cherished hopes. Hun- 
dreds of mothers are wondering today, finding a 
touch of solace in the possibility that the nation 
bows in grief over the body of one she bore to live 
and die, if need be, for the republic. If we give rein 
to fancy, a score of sympathetic chords are touched, 
for in this body there once glowed the soul of an 
American with the aspirations and ambitions of a 
citizen who cherished life and its opportunities. He 
may have been a native or an adopted son; that mat- 
ters little, because they glorified the same loyalty, 
they sacrificed alike. 

We do not know his station in life, because from 
every station came the patriotic response of the 
five millions. I recall the days of creating armies 
and the departing of caravans which braved the 
murderous seas to reach the battle lines for main- 
tained nationality and preserved civilization. 

“The service flag marked mansion and cottage 
alike and riches were common to all homes in the 
consciousness of service to country. 


“We Do Know Glory of His Death.” 


“We do not know the eminence of his birth, but 
we do know the glory of his death. He died for his 
country and greater devotion hath no man than this. 
He died unquestioning, uncomplaining, with faith in 
his heart and hope on his lips. that his country 
should triumph and its civilization survive. As a 
typical soldier of this representative democracy, he 
fought and died, believing in the indisputable jus- 
tice of his country’s cause. -Conscious of the world’s 
upheaval, appraising the magnitude of a war the 
like of which had never horrified humanity before, 
perhaps, he believed his to be a service destined to 
change the tide of human affairs. 


“In the death gloom of gas, the bursting of shells 
and the rain of bullets, men face more intimately 
the great God over all, their souls are aflame and 
consciousness expands and hearts are searched. 
With the din of battle, the glow of conflict and the 
supreme trial. of courage. come involuntarily the 
hurried appraisal of life and the contemplation of 
death’s great mystery. On the threshold of eternity 
many a soldier, I can well believe, wondered how 
his ebbing blood would color the stream of human 
life, flowing on after his sacrifice. His patriotism 
was none less if he craved more than triumph 
of country; rather, it was greater if he hoped for a 
victory for all human kind. Indeed, I revere that 
citizen whose confidence in the righteousness of his 
eountry inspired belief~that its triumph is the vic- 
tory of humanity. 

“This American soldier went forth to battle with 
no hatred for any people in the world, but hating 
war and hating the purpose of every war for con- 
quest. He cherished our national rights and ab- 
horred the threat of armed domination; and in 
the maelstrom of destruction and suffering and 
death he fired his shot for liberation of the captive 
eonscience of the world; in advancing toward his 
objective was somewhere a thought of a world 
awakened; and we are here to testify undying grat- 
itude and reverence for that thought of a wider 
freedom. 


“Our Part to Make a Better Republic.” 


“On such an occasion as this, amid such a scene, 
our thoughts alternate between defenders living 
and defenders dead. A grateful republic will be 
worthy of them both. Our part is to atone for the 
losses of heroic dead by making a better republic 
for the living. 

“Sleeping in these hallowed grounds are thou- 
sands of Americans who have given their blood 
for the baptism of freedom and its maintenance, 
armed exponents of the nation’s conscience. It is 
better and nobler for their deeds. Burial here is 
rather more than a sign of the Government's 
favor: it is a suggestion of a tomb in the heart of the 
nation sorrowing for its noble dead. 


“Today's ceremonies proclaim that the hero un- 
known is not unhonored. We gather him to the 


Our Unknown Soldier 


nation’s breast, within the shadow of the Capitol, 
of the towering shaft that honors Washington, the 
great father, and of the exquisite monument to 
Lincoln, the martyred savior. Here the inspira- 
tions of yesterday and the conscience of today for- 
ever unite to make the republic worthy of his death 
for flag and country. 

“Ours are lofty resolutions today, as with tribute 
to the dead we consecrate ourselves to a better order 
for the living. With all my heart I wish we might 
say to the defenders who survive, to mothers who 
sorrow, to widows and chfldren who mourn, that no 
such sacrifice shall be asked again. 

Cruelty and Destruction of War. 

“It was my fortune recently to see a demonstra- 
tion of modern warfare. It is no longer a conflict 
in chivalry, no more a test of militant manhood. It 
is only cruel, deliberate, scientific destruction. 
There was no contending enemy, only the theoretic 
defense of a hypothetic objective. But the attack 
was made with all the relentless methods of mudern 
destruction. There was the rain of ruin from the 
aircraft, the thunder of artillery, followed by the 
unspeakable devastation wrought by bursting shells; 
there were mortars belching their bombs of desola- 
tion; machine guns concentrating their leaden 
storms; there was the infantry advancing, firing and 
falling—like men with souls sacrificing for the de- 
cision. The flying missiles were revealed by illumi- 


. mating tracers so that we could note their flight 


and appraise their deadliness. The air was streaked 
with tiny flames marking the flight of massed de- 
struction; while the effectiveness of the theoretical 
defense was impressed by the simulation of dead 
and wounded among those going forward, undaunt- 
ed and unheeding. As this panorama of unutterable 
destruction visualized the horrors of modern con- 
flict there grew on me the sense of the failure of a 
civilization which can leave its problems to such 
cruel arbitrament. Surely no one in authority with 
human attributes and full appraisal of the patriotic 
loyalty of his countrymen could ask the manhood 
of kingdom, empire or republic to make such sac- 
rifice until all reason had failed, until appeal to 
justice through understanding had been denied, un- 
til every effort of love and consideration for fellow- 
men had been exhausted, until freedom itself and 
inviolate honor had been brutally threatened. 

“I speak not as a pacifist fearing war, but as one 
who loves justice and hates war. I speak as one 
who believes the highest function of governmert is 
to give its citizens the security of peace, the oppor- 
tunity to achieve and the pursuit of happiness. 


Would Put Mankind on a Higher Plane. 

“The loftiest tribute we can bestow today—a hero- 
ically earned tribute—fashioned in deliberate con- 
viction, out of unclouded thought, neither shadowed 
by remorse nor made vain by fancies, is the com- 
mitment of this republic to an advancement never 
made before. If American achievement is. a cher- 
ished pride at home, if our unselfishness among na- 
tions is all we wish it to be and ours is a helpful 
example in the world, then let us give of our in- 
fluence and strength, yea, of our aspirations and 
convictions, to put mankind on a little higher plane, 
exulting and exalting with war’s distressing and 
depressing tragedies barred from the stage of right- 
eous civilization. 

“There have been a thousand defenses justly 
and patriotically made; a thousand offenses which 
reason and righteousness ought to have stayed. Let 
us beseech all men to join us in seeking the rule 
under which reason and righteousness shall pre- 
vail.

Ulster’s Objection to Plan. 

Ulster’s objection to the plan is 
telieved to be that it would deprive 
her of representation in the Imperial 
tarliament, which she regards as 
ber strongest safeguard; and a'so 
that it would give the Sinn Fein a 
majority on the proposed central 
conncil for all Ireland. 

Another objection, it is 
siood, is that the Central Counc'l, 
composed in the majority of Sinn 
Feiners, would so adjust taxation as 
to favor the agricultural South to 
the detriment of the manufacturing 
North. 

Sinn Fein circles, commenting

Yap is unimportant, just a coral 
rock, but if it can be made the rea- 
son for the elimination of bars 
against Japanese emigration to New 
Guinea and Japanese expl@itation of 
the resources of that and other rich 
islands on an equality with nation- 
als of Caucasian countries, it will be 
the biggest prize Japan could get. 

Instructions on Shantung. 

As to Shantung the instructions 
read: 

“Concerning the Shantung qué«- 
tion, the Powers must have a clear 
understanding as to the candid at- 
titude of this empire. As to the 
Chino-Japanese treaty of 1915 
(known as the 21 demands) which 
China intends to bring up, at the 
Washington conference, this empire 
has made considerable sacrifices but 
does not deem it proper to discuss 
the past issues. Accordingly, Japan 
will explain the disadvantage and 
uselessness of reviving the contro- 
versy and strive to obtain a perfect 
understanding of the Powers in that 
respect.”’ 

The delegates are instructed that 
Japan is willing to do her utmost 
for the assurance of China’s terri- 
torial integrity and to recognize 
China’s claim to abolish extra-terri- 
torlality and consular jurisdiction, 
the discontinuance of foreign troops 
stationed in China, etc. 

“But.” the instructions continue, 
“in defining the time for putting 
such matters into execution, Japan 
must maintain a harmonious co- 
operation with other Powers.” 

This might be interpreted as say- 
ing to England, for example, “All 
right, gentlemen, let's all get out 
together.”’

Over it, dimly 
visible, looms the great figure of 


farther down Washington Monument

white bulk of Lincoln Memorial at 
the river brim, sealing a people’s 
tribute to a martyred leader. 

Fold on fold, the calm hills drop 
away from the terrace where the 
sleeper from France lies honored 
but unknown. At his feet a sculp- 
tured marbie balustrade sweeps out 
on either side, marking the wide, 
graceful curve of the footway that 
drops down to the grass-grown 
slopes where day by day, many a 
gallant comrade from France is find- 
ing his last resting place. Down 
there the new headstones gleam in 
countless variety. There is hardly 
an hour of any day when sorrowing 
relatives are not moving slowly 
among the new graves, giving loving 
care to flowers on the low mounds. 
On the headstones ar® cut the 
names, the dates of birth and death 
of the dead, and names of French 
villages where they made their greit 
sacrifice. Man by man, their record 
is written for all to know and honor. 


People His “Next of Kin.” 

But for the nameless one, asleep 
on the terrace above, there are no 
relatives. He lies alone in the mys- 
tery of death. Laden with honors 


rises the slender mast of the old 
Maine, brought from Havana to 
mark the resting place of her dead 
soldiers and sailors and marines. It 
is their last muster and for them all 
has been raised the great marble pile 
wherein the unknown sleeper from 
France keeps his vigil. 
Tomb in a Beautiful Setting. 

The pure white outline of the 
structure, as yet unstained by time 
and the shifting winds that sweep 
unchecked through its stately cclon- 
nade or its vast, roofless gathering 
place, rises amid a setting that na- 
true paints with new beauty as the 
seasons come and go. 

It stands atop the ridge, footed 
among the evergreens and the native 
Virginia woods that set it off in 
changing shades in summer; deck it 
out with the myriad tints of autumn 
as the year wanes and wrap it about 
with the delicate tracery of snow 
laden, leafless branches in winter. 

To form the colonnade, a double 
row of the great marble pillars 
match around the circle wherein the 
marble benches are set; Facing the 
benches and with its back to the ter- 
race where stands the tomb, is the 
sculptured hollow of the apse where 
the solemn rits for burial take 
place. The structure has the lines 
of an ancient Greek temple, a fitting 
resting place for the honored, un- 
known soldier who is its only occu- 
pant.

SMALLPOX CLOSES PUBLIC 
PLACES IN KAHOKA, MO. 


State Health Department Also Inves- 
tigates $5 Deaths From Dis- 
ease in Kansas City. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 11.— 
The State Health Department has 
closed all of the public places in 
Kahoka, Clark County, Mo., be- 
cause of the prevalence there of a 
severe form of smallpox, about 30 
cases of which have been reported. 
Until the wave is gotten under con- 
trol the schools, churches and other 
gathering places will remain closed, 
especially as considerable diphtheria 
also has been reported from that 
vicinity. The department also found 
it necessary to close a rural school 
near Miller, Lawrence County, after 
20 cases of diphtheria had been 
reported. 

Dr. Cortez Enloe, State Health 
Officer, is in Kansas City today for 
a conference with the City Health 
Department on the smallpox situa- 
tion there, 35 deaths from the dis- 
ease having already been reported 
to Enloe.

HORSESHOE-SHAPED TABLE,’ 


SIT AT GREAT 


AMERICANS AT CLOSED END 


Second Table Near Open End for Delegates of 
Four Nations to Join in Pacific and Far 
Eastern Discussions. 


From the Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—When 
the great Powers of ths world, in the 
persons of their delegates to the 
Washington conference, sit down te 
morrow in an effort to remove some 
of the causes of war, it will be, liter- 
ally, around a table, a great, green 
table, of the sort that one associates 
with diplomatic maneuverings. The, 
table is horseshoe-shaped and is cov- 
ered with cloth like that on a bil- 
liard table. It is a stout, solid piece 
of furniture, specially built for the 
occasion. A fist may be brought down 
on it without endangering inkwells 
or nerves. It is, as someone re- 
marked yesterday, a table without 
wiggle or wobble, in contrast with 
the table at Versailles, which was a 
flimsy affair that shook under rude 
handling. r 

The conference table is in the cen- 
ter of the assembly room of the Me- 
morial Continental Hall, the national 
headquarters of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. All the public 
sessions of-the conference will be in 
this room. To visualize the scene that 
the room will present tomorrow, pic- 
ture first the green-topped table, 
with the delegates seated about it. 
At the closed end of the horseshoe 
will be the four Americans—Hughes, 
destined, it is believed, to be the 
greatest single force in the confer- 
ence, Hughes of the beard, but not 
the glacial Hughes of 1916; Lodge, 
whose gray face is statesmanlike, 
cunning, according to one’s point of 
view: Root, the inscrutable, and Un- 
derwood, with his businessman’s, 
clean-shaven features. 

How Delegates Will Be Seated. 

The Americans will have the head 
of the table because they are the 
hosts, as the French, for the same 
reason, had it in Paris. The other 
delegations of the principal allied 
and assdciated Powers will be 
grouped in alphabetical precedence 
—the British to the right of the 
Americans and the French to the 
left, then the Italians alongside the 
British and the Japanese alongside 
the French. At the open end of the 
horseshoe will be placed another ta-

There are four boxes, two on each 
side, looking down on the closed end 
of the horseshoe. Mrs. Harding will 
have one of these, the American 
delegation collectively will have an- 
other, and the two others will be as- 
signed to foreign delegates. 

If completeness and convenience 
of physical arrangements were the 
determining factor, the success of 
the conference would be a foregone 
conclusion. The stage has been fully 
set. Apparently nothing that could 
contribute to the smooth dispatch of 
the business in hand has been neg- 
lected. There are really three stages 
—the stage for the open sessions, 
another for those to be held behind 
closed doors, and a third that is 
broken up into offices and work- 
rooms far the various delegations. 
All are within easy access of one an- 
other. 

Offices in Navy Buildiny. 

To see the complete layout of the 
conference, one goes first to the new 
Navy, Building, a structure of im- 
inense floor space that sprang up 
during the war. Two entire wines 
cf this building have been given over 
to offices for the conferees and 
their staffs. Down one corridor is 
the American section, with an office 
for each of the commissioners, ar 
cffice for the secretary of each of 
the commissioners, offices for the 
advisory group, for the Far Easterr 
experts, and so on. Each of the 
delegations has a similar allotment 
or space, divided according to its 
Cesires. A mile of partitioning board 
was required to adapt the two wings 
to their new use. Telephones are in 
readiness everywhere; typewriters 
and mimeograph machines are there 
ty the hundred; the desks and chairs 
glisten with fresh varnish. Work 
rooms have been provided in the 
tuilding for the hundreds of news- 
paper men covering the conferences, 
and telegraph wires set up to carry 
the millions of words they will write 
for newspapers in every language. 

Across the street from the Navy 
Building to the north is the beauti- 
ful Pan-American Building, where 
the secret sessions of the conference 
will be held. Here is the spacious 
Hall of the Americas, meeting place 
of many conferences of the past, 
besides smaller rooms that will be/! 
used by committees. A step farther 
up the street toward Pennsylvania 
avenue, and one comes to the Mue- 
morial Continental Hall, selected for 
the open sessions. 

Uniforms Numerous. 

The stage is set. The city is aflut- 
ter with flags and abuzz with specu- 
lation. Forcign uniforms are again, 
as during the war, a familiar sight 
on the street, in Government build- 
ings and hotel lobbies. A jeweled 
archway, resplendent alike in the 
sunlight and under the glare of flood 
lights at night, forms an approach | 
to the conference building. Bat- 
teries of searchlights play at night 
on the Washington monument, and 
the street of the conference, Seven- 
teenth, is lighted from the Corcoran 
Art Gallery to the jeweled archway 
with 98 Roman lamps, giving out a 
torchlike flare. 

Will the conference be merely a 
spectacle? That has been the fear 
of some observers, but with the near 
approach of the opening session an 
increasing sense of the gravity of 
the occasion has become manifest 
in the attitude of both actors and 
spectators, like a deeper note creep- 
ing into an overture as a prelude to 
the curtain’s rise. 

Someone yesterday, at the news- 
paper men’s conference with Secre- 
tary Hughes, used the word ‘‘game”’ 
in referring to the international ne- 
gotiations about to begin.

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KING GEORGE'S SPEECH 
CLOSING PARLIAMENT 


Peace Efforts, Industrial Troubles 
and Other Subjects Re- 
viewed by Ruler. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 11.—King George, 
in his speech proroguing Parliament 
yesterday, said: 

“My Lords and members of the 
Hiouse of Commons: The session of 
Parliament which closes today has 
been marked by events of great im- 
portance to the welfare of the Brit- 
ish Empire and the peace of the 
world. It is not yet possible to say 
that peace is firmly established tn 
Europe, and it must be long befors 
the world can recover from the 
etrain of the sacrifices of war, but 
00d progress has been made to- 
wards a solution of the utmost 
critical problems of home and for- 
eign affairs.” - 


After referring with satisfaction 
to the work of the imperial confer- 


s 


ence, particularly to its deliberations | 
with respect to foreign policy, ques- 
tions relating to the Pacific and the 
Far East and the empire's obliga- 
tions under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and other peace treaties, the 
King said: 

“T am happy to know that on al! 
these issues my Governments here 
and overseas are in perfect accord. 
The conference gave serious atten- 
tion of the defense of the empire and 
the maintenance of an adequate 
nieasure of sea power; it was unani- 
mously decided that the naval 
strength of the empire should be 
equal to that of any other Power.’ 


Reference to Silesia. 


Brief references followed to the 
satisfactory progress made by Ger- 
many in the execution of the finan- 
cial and disarmament obligations 
under the Treaty of Versailles, the 
settlement of the trouble in Upper 
Silesia, and the League of Council's 
Silesian award. Upon the latter sub- 
ject, the King said: 

“There is reason to hope that the 
recommendations of the award wil!

This is the 
world’s desire; it will not fail of ac- 
complishment.” : 

Round of Calls Made. 

The arrival of Balfour and his par- 

ty early in the day from Quebec, 


where they landed Tuésday, com- 
pleted the British delegation, with 
the exception of Premier Lloyd) 


George, who has announced his de- 
tention at home by domestic ques- 
tions, but who has informed the | 
American Government of his expec- 
tation to come to Washington as soon 
as possible. Shortly before the chief 
Kiritish delegate rgached the capital, 
the British dominion representation 
was made complete through the ar- 
rival of Sir J. W. Salmond and 
George Foster Pearce, representa- 
tive of New Zealand and Australia, 
respectively. 

The’ British mpire delegates 
were met at the s¥ation by Secretary 
of State Hughes, Gen. Pershing, Ad- 
miral Coontz and other high officials 
and military officers. Late in the 
day they made a round of calls, go- 
ing to the White House to pay their 
respects to President Harding and 
then calling on Secretaries Hughes, 
Weeks and Denby at their respective 
offices.

Opposition From Bryan. 
There was an interesting incident ' 
in connection with the handling of | 
the currency legislation that brought 
about what threatened to be the 
first rift in the President's Cabinet. 
It concerned Mr. Bryan's attitude of 


these frequent but abortive efforts 
to pass currency legislation 
large and bulky volumes containing 
the hearings of the expensive Mone- 
tery Commission that had been set 
up by Senator Aldrich of Rhode 
Island. As a historian and man of 
affairs, Woodrow Wilson realized 
the difficulties and obstacles that lay 
in his path in attempting to reform 
the currency, but he was not in the 
least daunted by the magnitude of 
the task which confronted him. He 
moved cautiously forward and 
pressed for early action at the first 
session of the Congress following his 
inauguration. He realized that with 
the passage of the tariff legislation, 
which always acts as a business de- 
pressant, it was necessary at the 
same time to have the stimulus the 
currency bill would afford when en- 
acted into law. The split of 1896 in 
the Democratic ranks over the 
money question was an additional 
reason for cautious and well-consid- 
ered action, if the Federal Reserve 
bill was to become a reality. 

The presence of Mr. Bryan in the 
Cabinet and his well-known views on 
this question were strong reasons for 
watchful and careful provision. It 
was obvious to Mr. Wilson from the 
onset that insurmountable difficul- 
ties lay jn hig path, but he brushed 
them aside as if they were the most 
inconsequential things. 

In the Committee on Banking and 
Currency, in both the Senate and 
House, were many ardent and de- 
voted friends of Mr. Bryan, who 
thought that his radical views on 
the money question could be used as 
a rallying point for opposition to 
the President’s plan for currency re- 
form. But those who counted on 
Mr, Bryan’s antagonism were doomed 
to disappointment and failure, for 
while it is true that Mr. Bryan found 
certain serious objections to certain 
parts of the bill, when these were 
eliminated he moved forward with 
the President in the most generous 
fashion and remained with him un- 
til the Federal Reserve act was 
made part of the law of the land. 


In a Trying Debate. 


It was in a conference with mem- 
bers of the Banking and Currency 
Committee that I first saw the Pres- 
ident in action with the gentlemen 
of the Senate and House.

The above diagram illustrates 
one of the hardest plays in foot- 
ball for a defensive system to 
stop, particularly if it is executed 
with proper precision. When well 
executed it invariably is a big 
ground gainer and is one of the 
ceadliest attacks of the game. 

As will be seen from the dia- 
gram, it is a reverse play oa the 
short side with the entire strong 
side of the line going around the 
short side. 
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‘Charley Brickley, in Thirteenth Football Lesson, 
Describes the “Deadliest . Attack of the Game 
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The ball is passed from center 
to the back numbered I in the 
diagram, who takes one step to 
the right, in order to give his line 
2 chance to get under way. 

The back numbered 4 checks 
the defensive left tackle (See fig- 
ure 6), and the back numbered 
3 checks the defensive left guard 
(who is number 5), and prevents 
him from following the play 
around. 

The offensive right guard (see 
figure 7), runs around and works 
with the tackle numbered 9 on 
defensive right tackle (see figure 
8). and the figures 2 and 19 run 


over and take out the defensive 
right end. 

The success of this reverss 
play depends in large part on the 
ability of the line men to pivot oa 
the right foot and make the firs: 
step uniformly and get around 
end crash defensive right end and 
tackle. 

This play is only used after the 
defensive has seen the attacking 
team successively run a number 
of plays at the right side of the 
line. The reverse play on thes rhort 
side, as illustrated above, will then 
have the additional aavenhiies of 
coming somewhat in the nacute 
of a surprise.

Baby children are no exception, 
and it is to such practices as these 
on the part of foolish and adoring 
parents that one of the most com- 
mon and difficult habits of babyhood 
to correct is traceable. After beirg 
petted and made much of, baby re- 
sents being sidetracked and yells his 
protest. 

Sometimes he cries for legitimsie 
reasons. Carelessness in the se'ection 
of his gurments, necessitating the 
use of pins, digestion or an attack 
of colic; he may be hungry; he may 
require a dry diaper. Excluding 
every valid reason for. crying, he 
should be permitted to cry until he 
grows tired and stops of his own 
accord. 

Every baby should ery some each 
day in orcer to encourage luny ex- 
pansion and for its beneficial ef. >: 
on all the great trunk organs. A 
erying infant is a source of tender 
solicitude to almost everyone, ance 
the natural inclination is to hush 
the baby and appease his grievance 
at any cost. his is, however, mis- 
taken kindness of which no one is 
quicker to take advantage than the 
infant himself. 


The baby who cries violent!y but 
stops at once on being picked up 
has become a habitual cryer ana is 
already on the road to becoming a 
spoiled child. Let baby cry it out 
and he will be cured. Most moth- 
ers. especially with the firstborn. 
lack the will power to enforce tais, 
as they are under the impression 
that crying violently will injure th> 
baby-—causing convulsiens or a pos- 
sible rupture. There is: absolutely 
nothing of this nature to fear. In- 
deed, the only danger is in spoiling 
the child. s

out is deliberately establishing ‘n 
him the crying habit and must dis- 
cipline herself as well as the chila, 
because a baby must be handled as 
little as possible.
